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many cases of yellow fever in Orizaba, but the present epidemic appears 
to be the largest that has yet occurred in that town. It is probable that 
the disease was brought from Vera Cruz, or infected stegomyia carried 
up in the trains. If the stegomyia can live and increase at the altitude 
of 4,000 feet, it is not unreasonable to suppose that they will thrive in 
the altitude of the City of Mexico.
